oppression, namely, the oppression of minority 
interests by majority interests, and yet minority 
interests may be crushed and ruined by majority 
interests claiming to act not only within their legal 
power but within good business judgment. 

For instance, a majority interest or a majority 
owner of a corporation having outside income can 


reinvest the entire earnings of the company, leav- | 


ing some small stockholder without means to live 
and compelling the minority stockholder to sei) at 
à ruinous loss, after which the majority interest 
will benefit by the accumufated profits. 

Again, a majority stockholder can afford to 
divide only a small proportion of the total earn- 
ings, his own stockholdings: being so large as to 
make his dividends ample for all his needs but 


to the point where they will not support life. 

It is perfectly evident that in corporations the. 
majority interest must control and equally evident

I am in favor of his suggestion. The 
arguments which appeal to me are 
these: We should study the prisoners 
in penitentiaries and those given custo- 
dial care in hospitals and asylums with 
a view to prevention. 
If these institutions are closely af- 
filated with the state educational insti- 
-tutions this study will be better done 
and will be more productive. The results 
of these studies will do no good unless 
they are translated into the lives of the 
people. The educational system fur- 
‘}nishes the best machinery for doing 
that. , 
— 
Most insanity is preventable. Some 
of it is due to preventable disease, some 
to the excessive use of whisky and other 
drugs, some to bad mental habits. Men- 
tal and moral training as distinguished 
from education will prevent a large 
proportion of the insanity. Such a com- 
bination as is suggested should cause 
the preventable factors in insanity to 
be studied out. 
Health departments and educational 
departments should also be tied closely 
| together. If there is a board of educa- 
tion the board of health should be offi- 
cially represented on it. If there is a 
board of health the board of education 
should be officially represented on it. 
Of the one hand, a large part of the 
preventable iliness occurs in school chil- 
dren. On the other, money spent for 
schools will be wasted in great part if 
the health of the children is not pro- 
tected.

The entailed estates to which he will 
eventually succeed are large indeed, 
situated in the counties of Devon and 
Somerset and embracing the whole of 
Exmoor, while the principal country 
| seat, Castle Hill, in Devon, which has 
been the home of the family since the 
reign of Henry VI., was rebuilt in the 
first years of the reign of George II., 
when the beautiful and celebrated gar- 
dens, as they now exist, were laid out. 

Few families are more extensively 
represented at court than the Fortes- 
cues, for the ear! is an aid de camp of 
King George, besides being lord lleu- 
tenant of Devon. Lady Fortescue, a 
daughter of Lord Hedlech, is lady in 
waiting to Queen Mary; one of the earl's 
brothers, the Hon. John Fortescue, is 
librarian at Windsor castle and keeper 
of the royal archives; while still another 
brother, Capt. Sir Seymour Fortescue of 
the royal navy, is an equerry of the 
king and is sergeant at arms assigned 
to the house of lords.

The founder of the family was Richard 
le Fort, a Norman knight, who was cup 
bearer to William the Conqueror and 
who had three horses killed under him 
at the battle of Hastings. So great was 
hig valor in that battle, and so brave 
his defense of the Duke of Normand in 
the melee, that he was thenceforth 
known as Richard le Fort-Escu, or Rich- 
ard the Strong Shield. His son, Sir 
Adam, figures as Sir Adam Fortescue 
in Doomsday Book as a grantee from 
the crown of the manor of Winston, in 
Devonshire, with which county the For- 
tescues have always since been identi- 
fied. Sir John Fortescue was lord chief 
justice in the reign of Henry v. 

But for the negligence of a forbear— 
namely: Sir Hugh Fortesque—the pres- 
ent Eart of Fortescue would today be in 
possession of the earldom of Clinton, an 
older title than his own. This Sir Hugh 
was summoned to parliament in 1721 as 
co-heir of the very ancient barony of 
Clinton, at that time in abeyance, and 
the fourteenth lord of the line. He was 
subsequently created Lord Fortescue of 
Castle Hill, in Devon, with remainder 
to his half brother, Matthew Fortescue, 
and stil further on was created Earl of 
Clinton without any remainder. But he 
neglected to marry, and the consequence 
was that on his death his earldom of 
Clinton became extinct, his barony of

PREMATURE. 

Chicago, Dec. 16.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. LV ou asked me for my opinion on 
the German peace proposal. I was away 
at Washington at the time, where I 
found it the chief interest and topic of 
conversation. And I also found that I 
do not stand alone in thinking the step 
premature. 
Though I should indeed deserve the 
term barbarian or Hun if I wished to 
see a useless bloodshed continued, I con- 
sider the task before Germany and her 
allles but half done. A peace concluded 
on the present military situation or, 
worse still, on the status quo ante, would 
leave a large number of vital and burn- 
ing national problems unsolved, each of 
which contains the germs of future 
revolutions and warfare. 
It would be too long to enumerate 
them all; but the hopes which Ireland, 
Egypt, and large sections of the Moham- 
medan world, Persia, Afghanistan, the 
Ukraine, and Finland have set on the 
victorious sword of Germany ane her 
allies are known to all. Again, the an- 
nexatlon of Egypt and the occupation 
of Calais by the English are incompati- 
ble with a lasting peace. 
If Germany and her allies now, in the 
midst of their victorious career, propose 
to sheathe the sword, and if this pro- 
posal should meet with a conciliatory 
response from their enemies, I foresee 
another Vienna congress which will end 
by another appeal to the sword. Mean- 
while we have already had the official 
utterances of M. Briand and of the duma 
rejecting the German proposal as hypo- 
critical and a sign of weakness; and if 
these utterances find an echo in Lon- 
don such an indignation will seize the 
nations of central Europe as will make 
them prosecute the war with even great- 
er determination.

That is considered good form in 
shoplifter circles, but for some unex- 
plained reason Nellie resented it and be- 
trayed Robinson to the police. His

Mrs. Arthur Aldis Confesses 
She Writes Because She 
Can’t Help It. 


The stage of the Little theater was 
transformed yesterday afternoon to a 
confessional. Mrs. Arthur Aldis, high 
priestess of the new school of poetry, 
delivered a lecture which Maurice 
Browne termed a confession of her 
literary sins.“ 

I write because I can't help it,” she 
explained. Speaking of the chief bane 
of the poet, that trying period when one 
is in the throes of composition, in quest 
of the elusive theme, she said: 

Enter the Idea. 

An idea comes to me and sits upon 

my shoulder. The idea, in a possessive

All alone with nature I 
feel small and miserable and lonesome. 
I want to run in and light the fire and 
pull down the shades and shut her out.“
